2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 1 of the currently presented claims Applicant successfully argued in page 12 
lines 20-29 of Applicants response filed 7/01/201 1 that the "movement conversion 
means for" recitation in claim 1 invokes 35 U.S.C. 1 12 6*^^ paragraph interpretation. In 
light of this claim 1 has not been rejected using prior art because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose, or suggest, the 
movement conversion means disclosed in the instant specification. With respect to 
claims 27 and 28 of the currently presented claims these claims have not been rejected 
using prior art because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be 
found which disclose, or suggest inter alia a lancing apparatus comprising a housing; 
and a movement conversion mechanism including a stationary pin held at a fixed 
position relative to the housing.
